Another serious river incident 
is reported to-day by our Canton 
correspondent. He says that a 
body of soldiers, ebout 100 strong, 
were escorting a fleet of cargo 
fants from Shumchow to Lan- 
chow,. in” Kesngai, when they 
wore, attacked br) hundreds of 
pirates at the No Rapids. Scores 
of soldiers were either killed or 
captured, one mechine gun and 
69 rifles were fost and all the 
junks were sunk after havio 
basen pluodered. 

Information reaches Canton 
feom Shumchow that Tors 
Chi-yao, who is oa his way 
to jain President Sun Yat-sen 
but who has been held 
up. on .accocnt of pirates, 
made a start on bis journey on 
the Nth. He and his staff usad « 
fleet of LOmotorboatseach of which 
carried a flag besring the charac- 
ter “Tong” telling’ others who 
was on board. The party was 
welrormed all along the route by 
gauges of pirates, bot with fire 
crakera instead of guashots.

Regarding the proposal to ‘in- 
troduce bye-laws for dealing with 
dangerously infected animals, 
upon which information had been 
ciycnlated to members, the Chair 
man explained that although the 
Board had power, to order the 
slaughter of these “animals, the 
only bye-lays actually passed dealt 
with cattle and swine, They-had 
never taken power to deal with, 
for example, cases of glanders in 
ponies, horses and 80 on, On the 
advice of the Colonial Veterinary 
Surgeon, he had drafted an addi- 
tional bye-law to cover not merely 
cases of glandars but all danger}; 
yualy infective diseases among 
animals. The necessity for this, 
he thought, would appear obvious 
when he told them that only the 
previous day they fourd a case 
of anthrax in a pony at the Jockey 
Clob Stables, He understood 
anthrax was communicable to 
human beings. In circulating the 
paper, he stated that their bye 
laws seemed to be very inadequate 
to deal with infections diseases 
amongst animals generally, and 
it was proposed in due course to 
submit to the Board a new draft 
of bye-laws to cover all reasonable 
cases that they might expect; and 
in order to avoid having to pass 
certain bye-laws when possibly 
unusual diseases oceurred. In 
the meantime he had drafted a 
new byetaw, which he proposed 
be adopted. The Chairsan read 
the byelaw. which provided that 
if it appeared to the Colonial 
Veterinary: Surgeon’ that any 
animal, which expression. includes 
horses, asses and mules, is suffer- 
ing from or has been tn contact 
with, animals sudering from 
dangergus infective disease, the 
Board may cause suck animal to 
bé slhughtered and the’ carcase to 
be disposed of in'such manner as 
the Board may think fit.

Genera] in Hongkong we have re-}i 


ceived copy of the following tele 
gram sent by the U. S. Secretary 
of State: . 

At the fourth plenary session of 
the Conference on Limitation of 
Armaments held December 10th, 
Senator Lodge made public the 
following draft of a treaty and 
accompanying reservations: 

The United States of America, 
the British Envpire, France and 
Japan, with a view to the preserva- 
tim of the legal peace and the 
maintenance of the rights in rela- 
tion to their insular possessions 
and insJar dominions in the re 
gion of the Pacific Ocean, ‘have 
determined to conclade s treaty 
to this effect, and have appointed 
ay’their plenipatentiaries the Pre- 
sident of the United States of 
America; His Majesty the King of 
the United Hingdom .of Great 
Britain and Ireland and of the 
Britain Dominions 


the Dominion of New Zealand, for 
India; the President of the French 
Republic: His Majesty The Em- 
peror of Japan; who having com- 
municated their full powers found 
in good and due form have agreed 
as follows: 
4 Joint Conference. 

Article 1—The high contract- 
ing parties agree as between them- 
selves to respect their rights in 
relation to their insular posses 
sions and insular dominions in the 
region of the Pacific Ocean. If 
there should develop between any 
of the high contracting parties a 
controversy arising out of any 
Pacific question and involving 
their said rights, which is not 
satisfactorily settled by diplomacy 
and is likely to affect’ the har- 
monious actord now: happily sub- 
sisting between them, they shall 
invite the other high contracting 
parties to a joint conference to 
which the whole subject will be 
referred for consideration and 
adjustment.

THE CHINESE. POSTAL SERVICE: 


One important decision reached by the Washington Conference 
refers tothe withdrawal af foreign post-offices fram Chinz, the date 
being provisionally Bred a: January 1, 1923. _This gives special 
importance to the Report on the Working of the Chinese ‘Post 
Office for 192v, lately is-ued by the Ministry of Commanications. 
From so shstract which we bave already published it will have 
been seen that the record is distinctly favourable. The complete 
text, so fer as can ba judged from a general examination of a some- 
what extensive document wish numerous appendices, goes to con- 
firm thisconclusion. Her -and there certain circumstances qualify 
the figures, but the report as a whole isa narrative of all-round 
progress. The growth is not restricted to the ports and large 
cities, but is distribsted’ throughout the republic, extending 
to outlying provinces like far Kansv. This is surely 
a very remarkable result, especially when the state _of 
perpetual commotion is taken into eccount. The opening 
paragraph may be accepted 28 an index to the nature of the 
Report: While the past year has not been free from elements 
tending to enibarrass operations, the natural expansion of the 
Service, due to the deman:!s of the people in an ever- widening Geld 
for safe, resular, and quick means of communication, augmented by 
sustained development and extension, has resulted in record ad- 
vances being achieved in practically, every braoch of postal 

terprise.” . : 
Pn We bave jug: stated that this paragraph provides an index to 
the Report gencrally, as it dors on the relarive figures; bat it would 
be erroneous to infer that these figures indicate sensational jumps. 
They do what is probably better. they. tell a tale of steady 
advance in a progressive ratio. The letters posted during the year 


exceeded 400 millions, representing an increase of more than 60 
millions over the previous seir, The tazal weight of the 44 
million parcels paste: during the year was 2034 million kilos, 
an-advance of million kilos over the previous sear, and 
a 100 per cent. increase as compared with T9l¢. “An observa. 
tion by M. Picard-Descelan, the Co- Director-General of 
the Sorvice, is full of significance. He says:—'’So great sre. the 
prospects of further expansion in the parcel traffic tbat, given 
favourable condiions throughout the country for a full twelve 
months, it would bz difficult to forecas: what proportions the 
volume of parcel business would assunie.” This gives an idea of 
what may be when internal order bas been secured. The Savings 
Bank system hiss been largely extended and the Money Order 
‘Department is doing largely-increased business, though the volume 
of those transactions with this Colony, the service with whjch was 
inaugurated at the beginning of last year, was insignificant, and this 
was still more the case in relation to the United Kingdom, to which 
the service was extended a few months later, its newness probably

- The financial resnits are certainly gratifying, the revenue 
having mocnted to $12,679,121, an increase of nearly 50 per cent 
in three yeare, which shows a surpius of $!,212,068, an increase ot 
- pver 50 per cent., thus reflecting the economy in handling a larger 
volume of matter. These sre decidedly noteworthy figures, and 
prompt us to one or two comparizigne, which, however, must be of 
the rovgh-end-ready order, 2s we have only the main figures, not 
details, for the United Kingdom. whose revenue for the correspon- 
ding period amounted to nearly £59,000,000, From this some ides 
" ean be gained of the margin fur eventoal expansion in Chins. The

An Interesting Case. 


The Kwong Kwai Photographic 
‘Supplies Shop, of Queen's Road 
Central, was summoned before 
Mr. R. E. Lindsell this morniog 
on two counts; one of Solling 
poisons, to wit, cyanide of potas- 
sium without being authorised. 
and of selling the same without 
labelling it with the proper 
Chinese characters, . 

Mr. M. K. Lo, who appeared for 
the defence, read a letter which 
he addressed to the Captain 
Soperintendent of Police a fow 
days ago, on receipt of instruc- 
tions from his client to the effect 
that :t was proposed to enters 
plea of "guilty and to ask either 
fo: a nominal penalty or dismiss: 
al of the case on the ground that 
the Kwong Kwai bad had experi- 
ence of the plrotogtaphic trade for 
over thirty years, and had hitherto 
heen left in undisturbed posses 
sion of the cyanide of potassium 
» which was necessary for the 
carrying on the shop’s business. 
His instructions were that this 
chemical Preperation was used 
. Bp every photograpier’s shop in 

gkong,. and unless the Police 
would meet them ia this matter 
or alse causa the Ordinance 
tobe amended in its pre- 
sent form, all photographers’ 
‘shops will hava to be closed, or in 
. the alternative have to meet a 
similar summons against them 
This cyanide of potassium was 
soléto theK wongKwaiby Messrs. 
Joboson and Sona, who were

The true baants and worth of 
Brahms’ compositions can only 
be appreciated by’ intimate 
acquaintance.

He wrote many beantiful songs, 
four symphonies, and two 
serenasdes for orchestra, a violin, 
and piano concerto, the double 
concerto for violin and cello, 
several beautiful chamber music 
compositions, and the Hungarian 
darces. 

Brahms contributed no new 
forms to music. but he showed 
the -modern world the absolute 
beauty ofthe art,

Brahmsloved Hungarian music 
with its unusual rhythmic accent, 
and its melancholy strains. He 
wrote twenty-one Hungarian 
dances for piano, which were 
afterward srranged for orchestra. 
The most popular of the series 
are. nurabers 5 and 6, which welll 
illustrate the Hungarian BY Psy’ 
dance, with its sad, slow “lassen” 
and its rapid and impassioned
